There seem to be no clews for 
the police to work upon except the nature 
ef the wounds and the fact that the victim 
cf the supposed murder was bald and a man 
of powerful build. 

The body was first seen by a deckhand of 
the name of Peterson on the ferry boat Wyo- 
ming. Policemen were notified and fished 
cut the body. It was that of a man 5 feet 
10 inches or 6 feet tall. It weighed probably 
170 pounds. The body was npde and fright- 
fully mutilated. -Both arms were cut off at 
the shoulders. The cuts were clean, as 
though they had been made with a sharp 
knife or cleaver. The whole front part of 
the head was gone. The cut into the head 
began at the topin the back. All the features 
were gone. The right ear was left in place. 
Part of the back of the head was left, and 
from this it was seen that the man had been 
bald. A fringe of hair was beneath the bald 
piece of scalp. The hair was reddish brown 
in color,’ The right leg and thigh were also 
missing, and the left leg had been cut off at 
the knee. . The legs were severed in the same 
way that the arms had been cut off. The 


| right leg was cut off clean at the body and 


through the joints. The left leg was cut off 
at the knee and showed the same knowledge 

There were three stab wounds found on 
the part of the left leg remaining. They 
were stabs made by a three-cornered knife 
or stiletto, say the police. These wounds 
looked quite fresh. On the left thigh also were 
two short cuts. From their shape ana position 
it appeared as If the man had cut into the 
flesh, intending to remove the leg at the 
thigh, and had then changed his mind. 

From the stab wounds the police are led to 
believe that the werk was done by an Italian 
or a Spaniard, as they are about the only 
men known to the police of this part of the 
world who use three-cornered knives and 
stilettos. 

“ Undoubtedly a case of Mafia,”’ said the 
detectives as soon as they saw the stab

The negro’s hat was found where he had 
fallen.

As there is but one hole in the 
hat, and the lead is still in the burglar’s head, 
the janitor thinks.

It is addressed to José Canalejas, 
the well-known Spanish editor, who was on 
a visit of inspection to Cuba and was stop- 
ping at the Hotel Ingletewa, Havana, whére 
the letter was addressed. 


Text of the Alleged Letter. 
Following is the text of the alleged letters 
“ Legation de Bspana, Washington, D. C.— 
Eximo Sefior Don José Canalejas—My Iis- 
tinguished and.Dear Friend: You need not 
apologize for not having written to me: I 
ought also to have written to you, but have 
not done so on account‘of being weighted 
down with work and nous sommes quittes. 

“The situation here contitues 
} Everything depends on the po<« 
. litical and military success in Cuba. The 

prologue of this second method of warfate 
will end the day that the colonial*Cabinet 
will be appointed, and it relieves us in the 
eyes of this country of a part of the re- 
sponsibility of what may happen there, and. 
they miust cast the responsibility upon the 
Cubans, whom they believe to be sg im- 
maculate. 

“Until then we will not be able to see 
clearly, and I consider it to be a loss of time 
and an advance by the wrong road, the

the sheepfold, and the chiefs will gradually 
return. Neither of these had the courage te 
leave en masse, and they will not have the 
courage to thus return. 
“The President’s message has undeceived 
the insurgents, who expected something 
else, and has paralyzed the action of Con< 
gress, but I consider it bad. 

“ Besides the natural and inevitabie 
coarseness with which he repeats all 
that the’ press and public opinion of 
Spain has said of Weyler, it shows one 
what McKinley is—weak and catering 
to the rabble and, besides, a low potll-~- 
tician, whe desires to leave a doos 
open to me and to stand well with the 
jingoes of his 

** Nevertheless, as a matter of fact, it will 
only depend on ourselves whether he will 
prove bad and adverse to us. I agree en- 
tirely with you that without a military suc- 
cess nothing will be accomplished there. and 
without military and polftical success there 
is here always danger that the insurgents 
will be encouraged, if not by the government 
at least by part of the public opinion. 


Not Enough Attention to England. 


“I do not believe you pay enough at« 
tention to the role of England. Nearly 
all that newspaper canailie which 
swarms in your hotel are English, and 
while they are correspondents of 
American journals they are alse cor- 
respondents of the best newspapers 
and reviews of London. Thus it has 
been since the beginning.

The Judge, however, reiterated that the 
lettefs' were inadmissible, as previous no- 
tice had not been given.

NOT CLEAR AS TO CHINA. 


Claim That British Rights Are 
Not Infringed. 


CRITICISM OF OPPOSITION. 


London, Feb. 8.—The fourth session of the 
fourteenth Parliament of Queen Victoria 
and the twenty-sixth of the United Kingdom 
was opened by commission at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, with the customary cere- 
monies. The Queen’s speech was as fol- 
lows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: My relations 
with the other powers continue friendly. 
The negotiations between the Sultan of 
Turkey and the King of Greece have been 
brought to a conclusion by the signing of a 
treaty of peace, under which territorial re- 
lations between the two powers are prac- 
tieally unchanged. The question of the au- 
tonomous government of the Island of Crete 
has occupied the attention of the powers. 
The difficulty of arriving at a unanimous 
agreement on some points has unduly pro- 
tracted the deliberations, but I hope these 
obstacles will before long be surmounted. 

‘* Intelligence, which is apparently trust- 
worthy, was received of the intention of the 
Khalifa to advance against the Egyptian 
army in the Soudan, and I have therefore 
given directions that a contingent of British 
troops should be dispatched to Berber to the 
assistance of his Highness the Khedive. I 
have concluded a treaty of friendship and 
commerce with his Majesty the Emperor of 
Abyssinia. 


Depression in the Sugar Industry. 

“The report of the commission I appoint- 
ed in December, 1806, to inquire into the 
condition of certain of my West Indian col- 
onies has conclusively established the exist- 
ence of severe depression in these colonies, 
caused by the heavy fall in the price of sugar, 
which is mainly attributable to 
the reduction — in the cost of 
production and the great increase in its ex- 
tent of recent years. But the fall has been 
artificially stimulated by the system of 
bounties to producers and manufacturers of 
beet root sugar maintained in many Euro- 
pean States. There are signs of growing 
opinion in these States that this system is 
injurious to the general interests of their 
population, and communications are now in 
progress between my government and the 
governments principally concerned with a 
view to a conference on the subject, which, 
I trust, may result in the abolition of the 
bounties. In the meantime measures will be 
proposed to you for the relief of the imme- 
diate necessities of the West Indian col- 
onies, for encouraging other industries, and 
for assisting those engaged in sugar culti- 
vation to tide over the present crisis. 


Campaign in India. 

**On the northwestern borders of my In- 
dian empire an organized outbreak of fa- 
naticism, which spread !n the summer along 
the frontier, induced many of the tribes to 
break their engagements with my govern- 
ment, to attack the military posts in their 
vicinity, and even to igvade the settled dis- 
trict of my territory. I was compelled to 


for the punishment of the outrages and tc 
insure peace in the future. A portion of 
the Afridi tribes have not yet accepted the 
terms offered them, but elsewhere the opera- 
tions have been brought to a very success- 
ful close. The courage and endurance ex- 
hibited by my troops, British and native, 
have overcome almost insuperable diffi- 
-eulties In the country in which they were 
operating, but I have to deplore the loss of 
many valuable lives both amongst my own 
troops and these whose services were vol- 
unterily and loyally placed at my disposal 
by the native Princes of my Indian empire.’’ 
Her Majesty then rejoices at the fact that 
there is reason to enticipate a prosperous 
year, both for agriculture and commerce, 
throughout India. On the matter of ex- 
penditures she says: 4 


Heavy Expenditures. 

* Gentlemen of the House of Commons:

Excepting his estate in Hertfordshire, 
which he leaves to his widow, his real es- 
tate in England and America is to be sold 
and the proceeds, together with the residue 
of h.s pérsonal estate, are to be held in 
trust in equal parts for the benefit of the 
widow, son, and daughter. 

In addition to legacies to employés of the 
firm, he leaves $5,000 each to his partnegs, 
Robert Gordon and Frederick Lawrence.

OUTLINES UNIFORM GAME LAW. 


Interstate Conference Adjourns After 
Effecting a Permanent Organiza- 
tion and Adopting Resolutions. 


The interstate fish and game conference 
of the northwestern States adjourned last 
night, after effecting a permanent organiza- 
tion to be known as the Interstate Game and 
Fish Protective association. J. H. Green of 
Wisconsin was elected President and S&S. F. 
Fullerton of Minnesota Secretary. The del- 
egates declared themselves as well satisfied 
with the work accomplished. 

Each topic as it came up in the meeting 
was put in the form of a resolution, and the 
whole will be embodied in the report which 
will be made to the various Legislatures by 
the committee. One member from each of 
the States officially represented at the 
meeting was given a place on the committee 
which will have charge of the piloting of 
the uniform game law measures through 
the Legislatures. It includes Senator J. H. 
Green of Wisconsin, A. S. Lakey of the Na- 
tional Bird, Game, and Fish Protective as- 
sociation of Kalamazoo, Charles E. Felton 
of Illinois, and 8S. F. Fullerton of Minne- 
sota. Representatives E. H. Shorb of Ohio 
and George E. Bowers of Fargo, N. D., were 
also given places on the committee. 

One of the’recommendations made, which 
is likely to cause talk {n shooting circles, was 
@ resolution against spring shooting. The 
resolution is in part: 

“It is the sense of the convention that the 
shooting of all aquatic fowl] should be pro- 
hibited from Jan! 1 to Sept. 1 of each year.”’ 

Among the other resolutions adopted were 
the following: 

That a license tax of $25 upon non-resident 
deer hunters and a tax of $1 upon resident 
deer hunters should be adopted by all the 
Northwestern States. 

That a law be passed declaring all game 
the property of the State where the game ts 
found, before and after the killing, and that 
no one shall acquire any property right in it. 

That the Legislatures be urged to enact a 
statute making it unlawful to ship into any 
of their respective States any game from 
any other State which forbids the shipment 
of game. 

That the deer season should open on the 
first day of November of each year and con- 
tinue for twenty days inciusive, with five 
days to dispose of game.

Salter Worden Confesses to 
Train 


LOSES MANY FINE JEWELS 


St. Lonis Visitor’s Diamonds Are 
Stolen by Porch-Climbers. 


SCORCHES A GREAT PICTURE 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 8.—[{Special.]— 
Salter D. Worden, under sentence of death 
for wrecking a train which cost six lives 
during the great railway strike in California 
in 1894 has made 
Budd. It gives in minute detail the story 
of the train wreck near Sacramento and the 
incidents which led up to it. Worden claims 
he was used as a tool by Harry F. Knox, 
leader of the Sacramento lodge of the Amer- 
ican Railway union, who was the real head 
of the conspiracy. He tells of a. message 
brought him while at Stockton from Knox 
to go to Sacramento, hire a team, and take 
eight men out on the line of the railroad. 
Worden’ claims he wasn't told of the plan 
to wreck the train, so he made no effort to 
cover his own movements in hiring the team 
or going out of town. 

When he reached the railroad track, 
Worden claims, he refused to join with the 
others in tearing up the track, but they 
were all armed and, by threats to kill him, 
forced him to join them. He avers he did 
no work and knew nothing of their plans 
until the train approached and the wreck 
resulted. Then he returned to Sacramento 
with the boy who drove the team. He was 
cenvicted because he had hired the team, 
though others were more guilty. They 
again threatened him with death if he con- 
fessed their share in the plot. 

Warden Aull of Folsom prison, where 
Worden is confined, believes Worden tells 
the truth. It is thought Knox and several 
others will be arrested and tried and that 
Worden’s sentence will be commuted to ten 
“years or may be toa life term.

WARNED BY SHERIFF MARTIN. 


Marching Strikers at Lattimer, Pa., 
Told to Disperse or Trouble 
Might Follow. 


8.—[Special.]—The 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 8.—Before the trial 
of Sheriff Martin and his deputies was re- 
sumed today Judge Woodward stated that 
he had received an anonymous letter stat- 
ing that if he did not do certain things some- 
thing would happen, and a threat was made. 
The Judge said: 


“The man who wrote this will probably - 


hear what I have to say, and I want to tell 
bim that he is a scoundrel and a coward, 
and that no such dishonorable means will in 
any way affect my judgment.” 

Judge Woodward ruled out certain evi- 
cence given yesterday by John Costello, a 
witness for the prosecution, and which had 
been objected to by the defense. During the 
course of Costello’s testimony he said he 
had said to Deputy Hess, referring to the 
shooting of the strikers: “This is a nice 
thing you have done.” 

_ Costello said he replied, angrily: ** Shut up 
or I'll treat you the same way,”’ at the same 
time leveling his rifle at Costello's head. 

John Lynch testified that he was at 
West Hazleton ‘when the strikers ar- 
rived and that they were unarmed and or- 
derly. The Sheriff told some of the strikers 
they had better get out of the way, as there 
was liable to be trouble if they did not dis- 
perse. The witness further testified that 
Deputy Manly struck him with a gun as he 
was moving off the street and that another 
man had also been struck. One deputy point- 
ed his gun at a striker and said: ‘‘I could 
get a bead on that feilow.”’ Deputy Ferry 
told a man who was sympathizing with a 
striker whose head was bleeding that if he 
did not shut up he would blow his head off. 
Witness denied, on cross-examination, that 
he had a black jack anda tried to hit a deputy 
with it. 

H an Pottinger of Hazleton said that 
while be was at West Hazleton on the day of 
the shooting Deputy Henry Deihl threatened 
to “ blow my brains out if I did not get off 
the road.”” Another deputy said: “I bet 
I drop six of them when I get over there.” 
The cross-examination failed to shake Pot- 
tinger’s story. 


DISPATCH TROOPS TO ALASKA. 


Six Companies of the Fourteenth Infan- 


try Go to Skaguay and Dyea to 
Preserve Order. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—At the Cab-— 
inet meeting today it was decided to send 
two companies of troops to Dyea and Skag- 
uay, Alaska, immediately for the purpose of 
preserving order and protecting life and 
property. The rush to the gold flelds has 
attracted hundreds of the lawless element 
and troops are necessary to prevent trouble, 

Portland, Ore., Feb. 8.—[Special.)—Orders 
were received at Vancouver barracks today 
instructing Colonel T. M. Anderson to pro- 
ceed at once to Alaska with six companies 
of the Fourteenth Infantry. Two of these 
companies are ordered to Dyea and four to 
Skaguay. They will leave on the first 
steamer, probably the Oregon, which cx- 
pects to get away tomorrow night. 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 8—There appears to 
haye been a misunderstanding relative to 
United States troops accompanying the 
Yukon relief expedition ove? the Canadian 
border. In reply to a query in the House of 
Commons on the subject the Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, Minister of the Interior, said: “ The 
question of the accompanying of this expe- 
dition by United States troops has been the 
subject of negotiations between the two gov- 
ernments. United States troops under arms 
will not accompany the expedition over the 
Canadian territory. The question of wheth- 
er United States troops shall be allowed to 
be sent over Canadian territory, not under 
arms, for the purpose of more expeditiously 
reaching American territory on the other 
side of the 141st meridian is now under con- 
sideration.” 

Nanaimo, B. C., Feb. 8.—The steamer Noyo 
has arrived here from Skaguay. It has 
twenty-five disgusted passengers aboard, 
tired of the country after their first experi- 
ence. The treasure on boagg' was $10,000. 
One of the passengers said’ that 200 men 
could do all the work offered at Skaguay, 
and that there were at least 500 men there 
who had nothing to do but drink and gamble. 


SEES IN IT A CAUSE FOR WAR. 


A Correspondent Tells Great Britain 
the Klondike Rush Is Part of a 
Plan to Annex Canada. 


London, Feb. 8.—The Star today, under 
the heading of “ Raid on the Klondike,” 
quoted an anonymous American correspond- 
ent, who recently arrived in England, as 
saying with reference to the relief expedi- 
tions to the Klondike that those who are fa- 
miliar with the facts “‘ know that this ex- 
cuse is as flimsy as Jameson's desire to re- 
lieve the women and children at Johannes- 
burg.” Continuing, the anonymous corre- 
spdéndent remarks: 

‘Every American knows this is another 
Jameson raid, and that the Americans in- 
teni to keep control of the Klondike.

,; Tons at Prices Higher than 
Ten Days Ago. . 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—For sey.

for Bessemer pig iron than there has been 
for a long time, and a number of advances 
in prices were made. 

A week or ten days ago Bessemer pig was 
selling in the valley at $9.05 and $9.10 a ton, 
but the increased demand forced the price 
up to $9.50, and the Carnegie Steel company 
picked up 100,000 tons at that figure. Close 
to $1,000,000 is represented in the deal, which 
is the largest of the kind for several years.

BREAKS A LONG SILENCE. 


Seheme for a Redeemable Gov- 
ernment Currency. 


NO ENDLESS CHAIN EVILS. 


Fairfield, Ia., Feb. 8.—Ex-Governor Horace 
Ba&es made an address on the financial ques- 
tion here tonight. It was his first utterance 
on the subject since the publication of the 
widely quoted letters in which he denied the 
sacred and irrevocable nature of party plat- 
forms and insisted that the battle for free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 having 
been fought under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, and the demand defeated at the 
polis, the Democratic party should abandon 
the financia! plank of 1896 and endeavor to 
rally on new ground. . 

His speech tonight embodied a plan for a 
redeemable government currency upon 
which he thinks all Democrats should be 
able to agree, and wasn part as follows: 

‘In less than another decade the national 
banks will hold the purse strings of this gov- 
ernment, and in the United States will wield 
a power before which thrones have crumbled 
and republics have disappeared, or they 
will be upon the high road to final and com- 
plete extinction. If the latter, some plan 
will have been discovered for the reserva- 
tion of a national paper currency excluding 
all others, sufficient in volume to constitute 
a just measure of values and answer all 
the requirements of business susceptible 
of expansion or contraction, as the necessi- 
tiles of government and people require, abso- 
lutely sound in every part and every par- 
ticular, and so guarded by law that it will 
be invulnerable to attack from enemics 
without or within. 


One Metal Not Sufficient. 


“No one metal is sufficient for the basis 
of such a currency. To endure it must have 
its root in the constitution with gold and 
silver so interwoven and welded about it that 
no power on earth can tear them apart or 
make one the superior of the other. 

“*I would not retire a singie dollar of our 
existing national currency,'or change it in 
any respect, except to make it redeemable 
in the same way. 

“The endless: chain that has made so 


of a single dollar of our present currency 
and without a tremor in all the business en- 
terprises in the country, and our mountains 
and mines, employing hundreds of thousands 
of our own laborers at remunerative wages, 
will furnish in abundance the basis for the 
soundest and best paper currency that n 
has evér known. 


“The government of the United States is 
an entirely solvent institution. If a reserve 
equal to that deemed necessary for a bank 
can be constantly maintained in gold or its 
equivalent without the slightest danger that 
such reserve could be diminished, all ought 
to concede that a national currency based 
upon it would be and always remain a sound 
currency. This can easily be accomplished, 
and the government instead of losing by the 
transaction can release for other purposes 
or of its present idle gold reserve.

Provisions for Redemption. 


* Let Congress provide that for the re- 
demption of existing United States, and 
Treasury notes there shall be maintained in 
the Treasury a reserve of 25 per cent of the 
aggregate face value of such notes outstand- 
ing, one-half in silver bullion at its market 
value and one-half in gold at the same value. 
That three days’ grace shall be allowed for 
their redemption after demand and deposit 
in the Treasury for that purpose. That they 
shall be redeemed in gold or silver at the 
government's option at the market price of 
the metal used for such purpose, or in"coin 
of either metal at the government's opticn, 
if coin is demanded, and sMall thereupon be 
reissued as at present provided. That on 
the day of redemption the Treasurer shall 
purchase in the open market a quantity of 
bullion equal to that required for the <e- 
demption of notes deposited. 

* We would then have a reserve for that 


diminished. Not an additional dollar of ex- 
pense would be incurred by the government, 
and its existing United States and Treasury 
notes would be as sOund as any paper cur- 
rency can possibly be made.; No raid upor 
the Treasury would ever occur. No man 
could possibly profit by sending these notes 
to New York or San Francisco for redemp- 
tion, for he could always purchase in the 
open market with the same notes every 
grain of bullion he could obtain at the Treas- 
ury, and in these markets he could purchase 
the metal desired, while at the Treasury he 
would be compelled to take whichever the 
government could most conveniently spare.

That is more than a national banker un- 
dertakes to do, for his is a promise to pay in 
lawful money only, which includes legal

The reduction in 
amount was due to the insurance rates be- 
ing reduced. The witness said it was possi- 

ble that some companies had made a profit 
of 20 to 40 per cent in Cleveland, but he did 
not know of it. | | 
‘Attorney General Monnett asked how 
much insurance the non-board Lloyds com-. 
pany’ had done and the witness said he 
thought it did not exceed $3,000. | 

Secretary Truesdel admitted that each 

of the 125 members of the board deposited 

$50 with the secretary, and when a member 

was fined for cutting rates the fine is taken, 
from the deposit, which must be replenished 
to $50 within thirty days.

Conners, the contractor to whom the Lake 
Carriers’ association recently awarded ‘the 
job of shoveling the grain at $2.95 per thou- 
sand bushels. The laborers get $1.85 per 
thousand and last season the elevators 
got $1.35 for the steam ‘Shovels. The Erie 


want to reduce the steam shovel charges to 
$1 a thousand, as Contractor Conners asks, 
but the association sticks out and threatens P 


such an agre@ment. 

While there are forty-five elevators in 
Buffalo, a combination of eight of them has 
ruled for several years, with the result that 
last season the Dakota and Sturges ele- 
vators cleared up $400,000 in profits, a per- 
centage of which went to the pool. In order 
to enjoy some of, these profits, Bartlett, 
Frazier & Co. and Philip D. Armour of 
Chicago, the largest grain shippers on the 
lakes, built the Export elevator here. It 
cost $160,000, and last season made $210,000, 
being outside the pool. 

It is understood that the Lake Carriers’ 
association will cause a bill to be presented 
at Albany regulating the elevator charges 
here and will have for its argument that a 
reduction of the charges will make Buffalo 
the funnel of all the grain trade, whereas 
now some of it is being diverted by rail to the | 
seaboard. This bill will fix the steam shovel 
andthe at 25 cents per thousand busheis, 


and the elevating charge at an eighth ofa 
cent a bushel, thus saving the’Lake Carriers’ 
association from a quarter to half a million 
dollars a year, and yet allowing the elevators 
a profit, but not such a profit as the pool 
‘now receives. 

Lake and canal men have been ing for 
years to disrupt the pool, and it looks now 
as if they might succeed. | .

SWEDES THINK IT A SLIGHT. 


‘May Protest to President McKinley Be- 
cause They Have Not Received 
Plums—Ericsson Day Plans.

THE MAD DOES 


Epidemic of Dumb Rabies: 
- Leads to Many Executions. 


RAGES IN TWO SUBURBS. 


South Chicago and Eyanston 
“Lose Sixteen Animals. 


OTHERS UNDER RESTRAINT. 


A disease resembling hydrophobia has de- 
veloped among the dogs of two suburbs of 
Chicago and the danger from it has become 
alarming to the residents of Grand Crossing 
and Evanston. Several valuable animais 
have been lost and there is danger to other 
dogs unless the scare is abated. Certain 
veterinarians say the prevailing symptoms 
are those of ‘dumb rabies,” which is in- 
curable in beast or man, : 

Thirteen dogs have been shot by the Grand 
Crossing police during the last week and 
three have been killed in Evanston. Some 
more valuable animals are now —— the 

re of a veterinary for treatment. 

The first case came to the notice of thé Grand 
Crossing police last Friday. Policeman Hol- 
man was standing at Seventy-eighth street 
and Woodlawn avenue, when his attention 
was called to a black dog running from one 
side of the street to the other, snapping - 
every moving object and frothing at the 
mouth. The policeman fired a shot at the 
animal as it passed him, but failed to onreee 
a fatal wound. Then a chase began which 
ended only after the dog had traversed

"The most valuable animal lost by the dis- 
ease is a Great Dane owned by Kitt Gould, 
former Assistant City Attorney. The dog 
was valued at $250 and tooka second prize 
at the last dog show. The dog was always 
guarded with great care, and Mr. Gould Is 
at a loss to know how the disease was con- 
tracted. Other dogs which the police have 
been requested to kill were owned by John 
Williams, 7434 Adams avenue, Mrs. Jacob 
Elliston, 7704 Drexel boulevard; and H. L. 
Smith, 1693 Seventy-ninth street. 

In most cases the Evanston mad dogs have 
been of little value, but a valuable collie 
owned by F. A. Holbrook of 1323 Hinman 
avenue is now locked in the barn of Veter- 
inary A. 8. Alexander, and there is no hope 
of its recovery. An animal owned by D. P. 
Bowdish is chained in the veterinary’s care 
and the symptoms of the developing disease 
are being carefully watched. 

Veterinary Alexander says that the preva- 
lent form of hydrophobia is known as *‘ dumb 
rabies,”’ and that an epidemic like the pres- 
ent has seldom been known. 

‘‘Last fall there was a similar epidemic 
among the horses of Lake View,” he said, 
“and many died, The cases undoubtedly 
originated from the bites of a rabid dog and 
then spread among the horses. The ‘dumb 
rabies’ are not generally recognized as ra- 
bies at all, for there are but few cases where 
the dog will not recognize and obey its mas- 
ter. The first symptoms are an apparent 
paralysis of the lower jaw and a cloud over 
one eye. It is the most dangerous form of 
the disease, and a bite from a dog suffering 
from it is invariably fatal. Cases of the 
disease have seldom been known to occur 
during the winter months, and the present 
epidemic is most peculiar on that account. 

‘“‘ Cases of ‘dumb rabies’ develop and end 
generally within from five to seven days, and 
at the end of that time the sufferer, beast or 
man, is dead. The disease is considered in- 
curable. Every one should be warned to 
watch his dog closely.”

FRAUD ON THE SUPREME COURT. 


Richard Prendergast Makes a Serious

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 8.—An important 
branch of the fight between the railroad 
companies of the country and the ticket 
brokers, which is now on before Congress, 
was developed here today in the Supreme 
Court of Illinois.

Chicago Government Employes Await 
with Wild Alarm President Mc- 
Kinley’s Expected Fulmination. 


Government employés stationed at Chi- 
cago experienced some alarm yesterday at 
the report announcihg that President Mc- 
Kinley was about to inet, the proposed 
civil service order which ll deprive 200 
officials of their places in the service. In 
case the order is as extensive as is predicted 
no department will escape changes in its 
personnel. 

In the Pension office five deputies, nine 
physicians, one chief clerk, and a confiden- 
tial. clerk will be exempt from the civil 
service law and the Pension Agent may ap- 
point whom he pleases. Eight employés of 
the government lighthouse will also be in 
danger of being discharged. Forty inspec-

"PARK 18 TWICE RAIDED. 


NINE MEN ARE ARRESTED AT THE 
MAPLE LEAF POOLROOM. 


Judge Bishop Postpones the Hearing 
of Arguments for an Injunction and 
Elmhurst Citisens Retaliate—Begr- 
ney Zacharias Is Twice Madea Pris- 
oner—He Will Demand Jury Trials 
and May Secure Acquittals by His 
Tactics—Officers Are Not Resisted. 


Much to their disappointment the citizens 
of Elmhurst were not granted their injunc- 
tion against the Maple Leaf Park poolroom 
on Monday, Judge Bishop having set the 
hearing for this afternoon in order to allow 
the attorney for the defendants time to 
make out his case. The officers from Elm- 
hurst organized two raids yesterday after- 
noon. Barney Zacharias was arrested each 
time and with him eight men. Those se- 
cured in the first raid will have a hearing on 
Friday, when the victims of Saturday's raid 
come to trial. The cases of the others were 
set for next Tuesday. 

The officers were allowed to make their 
raids without opposition: They were led by 
BE. A. Perry. Town Marshal, who had for 
his gids Otto Remmer, Frank Remmer, H. 
F. Balgeman, B. W. Baigeman, C. R. Dunn, 
Henry Grey, Herman Mech, and Henry 
Gehier. They started for the poolroom at 
2 o'clock. Marshal Perry entered and was 
met by Zacharias, who told him to help h'm- 
self from the crowd. -Watchifig the men as 
they bought tickets, Perry placed four under 
arfest. These were taken to the village by 
four of the deputies. 

Justice Ohlerich wus waiting court in the 
town hall, and Zacharias produced D. W. 
Thoma as bondsman. The men were held in 
$200 each, and gave the following names: 
Barney Zacharias, Jack Mazeppa, John A. 
Grey. John Brush, Tom Anderson. 

Another raid was made on the place just 
before the close at 7 o'clock. The deputies 
secured four men this time, with Zacharias, 
who insists on being arrested every time a 
raid is made. They were bailed out and their 
trial set for Tuesday, the bonds being fixed 
at $150. The names they gave to the justice 
are to be found on almost every race card. 

The ground that Zacharias takes in main- 
taining that the plea for the injunction will 
be denied is the law that makes it impossible 
for a man to be enjoined from committing 
a crime. In adition to their regular counsel 
the poo m operators have retained At- 
torney Carnes of Sycamore. The hearing 
will be held this afternoon at Wheaton, but 
it is not likely that the injunction will be 
served today if granted. 

In the cases to come to trial in the justice 
court at Elmhurst Zac#farias will insist on 
a jury trial. The citizens are therefore 
somewhat anxious as to the cutcome.

BREAD STILL UP TO WEIGHT. 


Master Bakers’ Association Declares 
There Is No Intention to Cheat the 
Public—City Sealer Active. 


The officials of the Master Bakers’ associa- | 
tion deny any intention on the part of their 
members to cheat the. public by selling 
lightweight loaves, and declare that each 
of the seventy-five members of the associa- 
tion will do his utmost to expose any such 
conspiracy, and the association will sub- 
scribe money to prosecute the guilty men, if 
any are found. 

A canvass of the principal bakeshops of: 
the city yesterday failed to discover much 
shortweight bread. Out of a total of twenty 
loaves purchased in twelve different shops 
only two or three, were found to be a trifle 
short in weight. Among the shops visited 
were a number of plants controlled by the 
cracker trust, as well as small establish- 
‘ments employing only two or three men. 

_Bread is retailed at ‘from three to six cents 

a Joaf. In the cheapest sections of the city 
a good quality of bread is sold at the rate 
of three one-pound loaves for 10 cents. A 
finer grade. is sold in the better residence 
districts at five cents. The bakers say there 
is no need for an honest baker to cheat the 
public to make a living. 

City Sealer Fred Eldred detailed every 
man in his department yesterday on a gen- 
eral inspection of bakeries. The law re- 
quires that all one-pound loaves of brea 
offered for sale shall be plainly stampe 
and tagged with the weight and the name of 
the manufacturer,

REVENUE BILL. 
| Yesterday the State Senate took up the 
House revenue bill and substituted its own 
measure for it. Today no doubt the bill 
will pass in its amended form and be sent 
back to the House, which will refuse to 
concur. Then a conference committee will 
be appointed and will get to work. , 
It ought to be possible for the committee 
to reach 4 conclusion in a few hours so that 
the General Assembly may be able to con-, 
clude its labors this week.

FLINGS -DOWN THE GAUNTLET. 

The question of intervention or recogni- 
tion of Cuban independence has been fairly 
launched in three resolutions presenting 
different phases of the subject, introdu¢ed 
in the United States Senate yesterday by 
‘Senators Allen of Nebraska, Cannon of 
Utah, and Mason of Illinois. The text of 
Senator Mason’s resolution—preceded by 
an extended preamble reciting the revolting 
outrages perpetrated by the Spanish sol- 
diery in the prosecution of the war against 
‘the Cuban insurgents—is as follows: 

Resolyed, That the President of the United States 
be and he is hereby requested to notify Spain 
and the insurgents of ,Cuba the war (so- 
called) must at once cease and be discontinued, 
and that the United States of America hereby

The resolution of Senator Cannon is de- 
scribéd as even more warlike than that of 
Senator Mason, in that it calls ypon the 
President to recognize the independence of 
Cuba before the 4th of March, and, in the 
event that Spain shall fail to comply, that 


ernment that the United States will, within 
ninety days, proceed to enforce its demand. 
The proposition of Senator Allen comes in 
the form of the belligerency resolution 
which passed the Senate at the special ses- 
sion, and which is now offered as an gmend- 
ment to the consular and diplomatic bill 
recently passed by the House.. The effect 
of the latter, therefore, will be to compel 
action on the proposition by the House, and 
if it passes that body to bring it directly be- 
fore the President for veto or approval. 

The avowed object of these simultaneous 
movements is to compel the President to

It is significant that the 
resolutions come severally ‘from different 
sources politically—viz.: a Populist (Mr.

_troduced by Senator Morgan (Dem.) and 
adopted during the special session removes

That these steps will produce an immense 
sensation in Spain may be taken for 
granted in advance. While they ‘will be 
subject to the ordinary contingencies of 
legislation, the fact that they have been 
taken simultaneously can scarcely fail to be 
regarded as evidence of the practica] unan- 
imity if not positive concert of action 
among all parties looking to the same end. 
This fact, taken in conjunction with the 
movements of our war vessels on both sides 
of the Atlantic, will, of course, excite the 
jealous suspicions of the Spanish govern- 
ment and people to the very last degree, and 
a violent outburst of indignation on the part 
of the Spanish press against the American 
government and people may be looked for 
as the inevitable result. While there is

WHAT DUBOIS WANTS. 
Ex-Senator Dubois of Idaho states that— 


It is to be hoped that the silver [Bryanite] Re- 
publicans will demonstrate the same loftiness of 
purpose and devotion to principle in the futtre 
as they have in the past. I believe the silver Re- 
publigan its the strongest party in Idaho. They 
should use their strength for the purpose of ad- 
vancing the full restoration of silver, and not for 
the advancement of individuals. : 

Appearances indicate that the silver forces will 
combine in these, Western States and stop fight- 
ing each other for the offices. No doubt a union 
of the silver advocates could easily be arranged 
in Idaho, and the mission of the silver Repub-.

It will avail nothing.to fight the olf battles 
over again. ‘' Let the dead past bury its dead.” 
What we desire is the accomplished fact of silver 
restoration, and the only way to bring that to pass 
is for the silver forees of the country to unite. 
The silver Republicans can aid greatly, and Idaho 
is a good place to set the example. 


Dubois pretends that he is not pleading 
for the union of the rotten money factions 
“for the advancement .of individuals.”

Dubois brags about the tremendous im- 
portance of that State, which was sneaked 
into the union by means of the shameless 
lies which were told about its great growth 
and marvelous resources, It has neither. 
Its principal products are a little wheat, less 
oats, and a few sheep. All these would be 
"seriously harmed by a change to the 44- 
cent dollar, single silver standard. 

The population of Idaho at the last census 
amounted only to the beggarly handful of 
84,384, or less than half enough for one 
member of Congress. To give such a rot- 
ten borough one House member was wrong. 
To give it two Senators was an outrage. It 
was a violation of the elementary principles 
of representative government. The Tenth, 
Twelfth, and Thirteenth Wards of this city 
have each more population and taxable 
property than Dubois’ wonderful State of 
Idaho. 

The most that Idaho can do in the mining 
business is to turn out annually about two 
million dollars’ worth of gold and three 
million dollars’ worth of silver. Illinois has 
neither silver nor. gold, but she produces 
annually 25 million tons of bituminous coal. 
The yearly value of its agricultural products 
is 250 millions. Illinois has a quarter of a 
million farms and Idaho only a little over 
6,000. 

Yet Idaho, a beggarly commonwealth 
like Nevada and Wyoming, all of which put’ 
together would not make one decent State, 
has as many Senators as Illinois. Dubois 
is anxious to be one of those Senators again 
in order that he may be able to vote to in- 
flict the curse of cheap dollars on the 
country. 

He has not shown, nor can he show, that 
44-cent dollars will benefit either Illinois, 
where he was born, or Idaho, where he 
lives. But he thinks subserviency to cheap 
silver and Bryan may put him back in the 
United States Senate. 


WEAK DEFENSE OF MURPHY. 

Senator Murphy of New York voted for 
the Teller resolution for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. The New 
York Legislature is about to adopt a reso- 
lution censuring him for that vote. Perry 
Belmont flies to Murphy's defense and 
asserts that— , 

It is a mystery how and why the Republicans at 
Albany will censure Senator Murphy for voting 
for the Teller resolution and for voting precisely 
as President McKinley did in 1878.

The resolution was in 1878, 
as Senator Allison has explained, a demand 
for that limited coinage of silver which was 
given by the Bland-Allison law. 

At that time the silver in a silver dollar 
was worth 94 cents. It is worth 44 cents 
today, The supporters of the Bland-Allison 
law believed the proposed silver purchases 
would make the silver in a silver dollar 
worth 100 cents.

EFFICIENCY OF THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

Since Theodore Roosevelt has been As 
sistant Secretary of the Navy he has in- 
vestigated personally the employment of 
labor in all the large navy yards on the 
Atlantic coast. ~ Therefore great weight 
should be given to his statement to the 
Committee on Civil Service that the adop- 
tion of the merit system in those yards has 
worked wonders. 

The commanding officers without excep- 
tion commended the change from the old 
spoils system to the new system. They 


informed Mr. Roosevelt that “ the improve- 


ment was beyond belief, both among the 
laborers and in the clerical departments.” 
They all agreed that the work was better 
done and more quickly done than in the 
old days when politicians dictated appoint 
ments. 

Prior to the adoption of the merit system 
navy yards like those at Brooklyn and 
Philadelphia were the property of the local 
spoilsmen who belonged to the party which 
was in power at Washington. Those yards 
were centers of corruption. They were 
not used for naval.purposes so much as to 
carry elections and provide pay for party 
workers. 

The men who were given places in those 
yards “ sogered” incessantly. They were 
not afraid to do so, because they knew 


they did for the “machine,” and not on 
what they did for the government. So 
whatever the government had done in the 
yards cost it about twice as much as if 
done in a private establishment. 

But now, under the new system, the em- 

ployés know that their places depend on 
their efficiency and that if they attempt to 
loaf and shirk their work no politician can 
save them from dismissal. They have an 
incentive to work. They take a pride in 
their work. 
- Mr. Roosevelt’s testimony in favor of the 
economy and efficiency of the merit system 
was not received enthusiastically by the 
members of the Senate committee. Most 
of them believe in the spoils system and 
wish they had big navy yards in their 
States, the patronage of which they could 
eontrol. 

And yet Mr. Roosevelt’s statements are 
true not merely as regards the navy yard 
employés but of all the other employés of 


the government. They are equally true of 


the employés. of States and municipalities. 
Cities save money by the merit system. 
The taxpayers get more and better work for 
a smaller expenditure. 

So the taxpayers are all for the merit 
system, while the spoilsmen and their 
henchmen are unanimously againstit. For 
that system deprives the former of one of 
the means by which they retain power and 
it compels the latter to work for a living or 
starve, 


CONGRESSMAN LORIMER has taken a posi- 
tion which will be indorsed by the American 
people in advocating the erection of a mon- 
ument to Abraham Lincoln at the National 
Capital. The bill, now in the hands of tho 
Library committee, appropriates $500,000 for 
this purpose, $25,000 of which it is proposed 
to offer as a prize for the most suitable de- 
sign. It is contemplated by the terms of 
the bill that the President, Vice President, 
Speaker of the House, Superyising Architect 
of the Treasury, Architect of the Capitol, 
and the Chief of Engineers of the Army 
shall constitute a joint commission to se- 
lec® the design and designate a site dn one 
of the public parks upon which to erect the 
monument. As to the eminent fitness and 
even necessity for a movement of this kind: 
there will be general agreement. No one will 
question that the life and serivces of Abra- 
ham Lincoln should be fitly commemorated 
in the National Capital, which was the scene 
of his most distinguished services and also 
the city where he died. But while advocat- 
ing a monument to his memory the move- 
ment should take such a direction as to in- 
sure a statue and architectural environments 
which shall be artistic in the highest sense, 
and which when completed shall not like 
many other monuments in Washington 
prove a blemish. The joint commission 
named in the bill is a distinguished one, but 
would it not be well to add to its member- 
ship two or three gentlemen of undoubted 
artistic knowledge and taste whose critical 
ability might reinforce the general ability 
of the rest of the commission and insure 
a memorial of which the country will not 
have to feel ashamed?

Silver Party Has Abandoned Its Bime- 
tallic Associations and Stands Now 
for Silver Monometallism. 


Since the silver resolution has been passed 
by the Senate and beaten in the House, it 
seems in order to ssk its advocates what they 
have gained. They have not disturbed the 
money markets nor alarmed public feeling 
in regard to the condition of the Treasury. 
They have made no progress toward bank- 
rupting the government or forcing it toa sil- 
ver basis. They have not shown greater 
strength in the Senate than was expected, 
ond in the House they have fallen much be- 
hind their expectations. The solid resistance 
ef the Republican majority in that body 
shows a much firmer adhesion to the princi- 
ples of the Republican platform than any 
of the silver men anticipated. What has 
been gained in this latest campaign against 
the gold standard? Nothing in votes, and 
much less than nothing in argument, for the 
debate in the Senate left the silver men ina 
less defensible position than they have ever 

re occupied. 
is indication of increase in*the 
popular demand for silver coinage. On the 
contrary, the prevailing temper in all busi- 
ness centers, even at the West and South, has 
been steadily turning against the advocates 
er that policy. Neither the farmers, who 
want something better than 40-cent dollars 
for their wheat, nor the wage-earners, who 
prefer honest dollars for their wages, are 
leaning toward the free silver policy. In 
the Western mining camps it retains its 
hold, but everywhere else it appears to be 
sin 
This is natural, because the silver interest 
has broken away from its bimetallic asso- 
ciations. The fight of the silver men has in 
large measure ceased to be an effort for 
bimetallism, and has become more openly an 
effort for silver monometallism. It is no 
longer denied, even in debate in the Senate, 
that the purpose fs to bring about payment 


} of debts in silver, without regard to its de- 


preciation in value. Not long ago it was al- 
ways claimed by silver men that they desired 
ro debasement of the monetary standard,and 
believed that free silver colnage would lift 
silver to par with gold in the world’s mar- 
kets. That pretense has been almost wholly 
abandoned, and instead thefe appears the 
claim that the 40-cent dollar may be prop- 


gold coin, was nominated in the bond. 
Efforts for international bimetallism are 
greatly embarrassed by this new attitude of 
the silver forces. It can no longer be claimed 
that they are seeking a union of commercial 
rations on a bimetallic basis. Instead, they 
are visibly leaning toward abandonment of 
every such effort, and toward preference for 
a silver monetary standar! alone. It is al- 
ready plain, too, that this change in the atti- 
tude of silver men has its influence upon the 
tone of public opinion. Many thousand men 


i who were earnestly in favor of bimetallism 


have found themselves altogether hostile to 
the more recent attitude of the silver men, 
because they are compelled to realize that 
tne effort of the silver party is no longer for 
bimetallism, but for silver monometallism.— 
New York Tribune. 


Our Enormoaus Pension Burden. 


Americans are accustomed to felicitate 
themselves in a superior way upon their 
freedom from the military burdens that are 
crushing the suffering people of Burope. 
They wonder how much longer the jealous 
powers of the old world can stagger under 
the loads of their enormous armies without 
bankruptcy. They are looking for an early 
war, leading to a general disarmament, as 
the easiest way to escape from an intolerable 
situation. 

Unquestionably the European military 
burdens are heavy. Italy spends on her 
army $54,000,000 a year—over a third as 
much as we spend annually for pensions. 
| The Austrian army costs $70,000,000 a year, 
or nearly half our pension bill. Great Brit- 
ain pays $90,000,000 for military purposes, 
which is three-fifths the amount of our an- 
nual pension outlay. Germany is taxed 
120,000,000 a year to support the most ef- 
ficient army in Europe, or four-fifths of our 
pension expenditures. The extravagantly 
maintained French army absorbs no less 
than $138,000,000 a year, which is about 
eleven-twelfths of our pension account. 
Finally, Russia, with a wasteful adminis- 
tration and no public opinion to cali it to 
account, spends $142,000,000 a year in sup- 
. porting the largest army in the world, which 
fs only from $8,000,000. to $12,000,000 less 
than we shall spend next year in pensioning 
million people, more or less remotely con- 
nected with a war that ended before half of 
the present inhabitants of the United States 

were born. 

The accompanying diagram indicates the 
relation between our pension expenditures 
and the military expenses of the great pow- 
ers of Europe: :

This comparison does not show the full 
extent to which our military burdens exceed 
those of the staggering nations of the Old 
World, for in addition to our army of pen- 
sioners we have to support another army of 
soldiers. If the cost of army, navy, and 
pensions for all countries were combined 
it. would be found that the American ex- 
penditures for warlike purposes were by far 
_ heaviest In the world.—New York Jour-

OPINION OF GOV. TANNER. 


SPRINGEBIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, Feb. 8. 

The House did not do a thing this morning 
because seventy-seven Republicans were 
not present. The Senate took up the rey- 
enue bill and after amending it by inserting 
the Senate bill in its stead, sent it to third 
reading and made it a special order for to- 
morrow morning. It will undoubtedly go 
through that body tomorrow and land in the 
Conference committee.

Danger in Assessment Theories. 


Charles W. Thomas of Belleville, a member } 


of the old Illinois Tax commission, came in 
at noon today, and when interrogated as to 
his ideas about the revenue legislation, a 
subject with which he is thoroughly con- 
versant, said he was not disposed to give 
an offhand opinion, but there were one or two 
matters he had given some consideration. 
Mr. Thomas said: 

“The Sefiate bill says that all property 
shall be appraised at its fair cash value, and 
that one-fifth of that amount shall be used as 
a basis of assessment. The constitution, 
which, as Tim Campbell of New York face- 
tiously remarked, should never be permit- 
ted to stand between friends, says that 
municipalities shall not incur any indebt- 
edness in excess of 5 per cent of the value of 
the property within their limits, and such 
values shall be ascertained by the last as- 
sessment. 

‘The constitution makes the basis of the 
indebtedness 5 per cent of the value of the 


property, and not 5 per cent of the assessed, 


value, and only uses the word’ assessment’ 
in connection with the ascertainment of the 
real fair cash value. Under the Senate bill 
that ascertainment would be the amount put 
down in the column of appraised value, and 
it would be a fair cash value of all the prop- 


) erty in the municipality, and bonds might 


be issued up to 5 per cent of the appraised 
value—in other words, up to 5 per cent of the 
total value of all the property. within the 
municipality. The appraised value of the 
property within the municipality of Chicago 
would be not less than $250,000,000, ive 
per cent of that would be $12,500,000, 
would be in the power of the City Council 
to issue bonds up to that amount and put 
them upon the market, These bonds would 
probably fall into the hands of innocent 
holders, and, while the State courts might 
feel inclined to hold them void, the federal 
courts, taking as an example the case of 
Amy vs. The City of East St. Louis, in which 
this ninth article of the constitution came. 
up for adjudication, would very probably 


hold that the bonds were perfectly yalid. 


AK, Defects in Both Bills. 


** Also, it might be remarked that section 
47 of the House bill, whicli provides for the 
limitation of taxation by municipalities, is 
probably invalid, for the reason that the 
call of the Governor, which limits the power 
of the Legislature to act, simply confines 
their action to the passage of a bill relating 
to the assessment. of property, and inas- 
much as this section goes so far as to limit: 
the levy of taxes by municipalities, it seems 
clear that it is not within the power of the 
Legislature under the call of the Governor, 
and is therefore void; hence if the vrin- 
ciple of a fair cash value, embodied in the 
House bill, is carried into effect, and that 
bill or a bill of like character is enacted, the 
limitations in section 47 being cut out, tue 
effect of the bill would be ahout the same 
as the Senate bill, and the municipalities 
will be at large as far as the question of 
limitation of indebtedness is concerned. ’ 


“ Both the bills provide ir various places | 


that after the Assessor has made an effort 
to find out what property a man has, and has 
used his best judgment to assess his proper- 
ty at its full cash value, he shall have a richt 
to add to that value as a penalty 50 per cent 
of the same and assess the. delinquent as 
having 50 per cent more property than he 
actually has. This is forbidden by Article 
9 of the constitution, which says that a man 
shall only be compelled to pay iaxes in pro- 
portion to the value of his property.” 
The Senate bil) was literally shuffled to- 
gether. It is not continuous or symmetrical. 
It is far from being cofisistent. Under one 
provision of the bill a corporation having 
tangible propérty of $10,000 and intangible 
property of $5,000 would be assessed By the 
local Assessor on $2,000, and by the State 
Board of Equalization on $10,000 plus $5,000, 
This is owing to 
the use of the word “‘ assessed "’ instead of 
**appraised.’” The bill is filled with these 
inaccuracies, to say nothing of the vicious 
amendment proposed by Lundin and Hum- 
phrey and to say nothing of other proposi- 
tions which probably were meant well 
enough, but are none the less deadly. 


Tanner Favors the House Bill. 


Governor Tanner told Tue TrIBUN®E cor- 
respondent last night that he thought the 
House bill in every way preferable to the 
Senate measure, and that if it were de- 
prived of the Wilson amendment, sections 
18 and 47, he believed the bill would go 
through. Mr. Wilson sald today he was the 
author of the amendments which he had 
offered. He had gotten his data from the 
reports of the State Board of Equalization 
and from a book on municipal indebtédness 
printed by a banking and brokerage firm in 
Chicago. He claimed originality of thought 
and invéntion in the premises, and said no 
person other than himself was responsible 
for them. 

There is re talk than ever tonight about 
the Rowe bill, and, strange as it may seem, 
a goal many Democrats in the House ex- 
press themselves as willing to vote for it. 
Rowe himself is thoroughly well satisfied 
with the outlook, although he says he does 
not want to push his bill in case there is any 
chance to get the House bill through the 
Senate. 

This apparently seems to be out of the 
question. Just how 4 bill can be made out 
of the House and the Senate measures isa 
matter of much conjecture. It is rather bet- 
ter than a possibility that both bills will be 
dropped and the Rowe measure, which ts

Senator Ber- 
ry said this evening the bill would not be 
pressed. But for all this the House is being 
looked over just the same. A great many 
Republicans say they won't vote for it under 
any circumstances.

FOR EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 


James O’Connell Reviews the Prelim- 
inary Situation—Hopes No General 
Strike Will Happen. — 


James O’Connell, Vice President of the 
American Federation of Labor and Master 
Workman of the International Association 
of Machinists, was in the city yesterday, and 
will start today on an extended tour of the 
large cities of the country in order to make 
ready for the eight-hour movement, which 
is to take place on May 1. 

President Gompers of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor has called a meeting of the’ 


Executive council of the national o 

tion in Washington, D. C., on Feb. 21, to 
discuss the situation and to LArrange the 
principal points of the program for the cru- 
sade for a shorter workday. 

The machinists and tae pressmen have vol- 
unteered to lead the fight, and the moral and 
financial support Of organized labor gener- 
ally has been pledged to their support. The 
recent defeat of the workmen of the ma- 
chinist trades in England in a similar strug- 
gle has not. entirely discouraged their 
brother workmen in-this country. It is not 
believed, however, that the time is well 
chosen for a general movement, as was first 
planned. From the individual expressions 
of the leaders it is inferred that the final 
decision will be to confine the movement to 
certain large cities where the kindred trades 
are well organized. 

Master Workman O'Connell last night 


“The general impression that has gqne 
abroad that we are planning a general strike 
for May 1 1s entirely wrong. We are not 
seeking a strike, and we hope to avoid one, 
If my advice is followed we will not start 
a general movement unless it becomes neces- 
sary to enforce our demands in the large 
cities. * . 

“We have organizers at work in all the 
principal manufacturing centers, and the 
union is wing at a tremendous rate. 
If the present growth is kept up until May 1 
there will be: few non-union men of our 
trade left in the country. We can scarcely 
hope to start such a sweeping reform with- 
out some opposition and some strikes may be 
expected. | 

“In Pittsburg several of the largest em- 
ployers in our trade have already granted 
the reduction in hours without a cut in 
wages. This is better than we expect in all 
cases, but it goes to show that our demands 
are not so unreasonable as some of the un- 
friendly employers would have the public 
beljeve. 

“TI am going South tomorrow on an ex- 
tended tour of organization. I will visit all 
the large manufacturing centers of that sec- 
tion before going to Washington to attend 
the meeting of the Executive council. By 
that time it will have been decided which of 
the other national organizations will join 
the movement. President Gompers has is- 
sued a call in which all organizations are in- 
vited to avail themselves of the opportunity. 

“The returns have not been made public, 
but it is known that more unions are willing 
to make the fight than will be advised to do 
so. The conservative policy of the national 
officers is well known, and they are not likely 
to enter on a campaign without a good 
prospect of victory in sight.”

identity, are the chapters in a most remark- 
able story of real life made public here 
today. 

e principals are Presciliana L. Corpio, 
whose late father, Presciliana Corpio, was a 
millionaire and ex-Postmaster General of 
Mexico, and Mrs. Mattie U. Peebles of Dis- 
patch, Kas., a wicow. 

The story is mostinteresting. In the early 
eighties a young Mexican who gave his 
name as Camillo Lopez came to Kansas 
City with a bunch of cattle from Guana- 
juato, Mexico, his home. He was a hand- 
some, dashing fellow, who dressed well and 
‘gpent money freely. In a short time his 
money was gone. He went to Wichita, Kas., 


One night, after an unsually good day’s 
businees, he was lured into a resort by a Mrs. 
Sam Dodson. Dodson soon arrived on the 
scene and began making trouble for the 
Mexican. Mrs. Dodson claimed in court 
later that Dodson was demanding an ex- 
planation of the Mexican’s conduct, and the 
Mexican said that Dodson and his wife had 
tried to rob him. At any rate Lopez stabbed 
Dodson to death with a long-bladed knife. 
Lopez could not talk English and he did not 
know how to go about making a defense. 
The court assigned him an attorney and in 
the trial he was convicted of murder. Judge 
Reed sentenced him to thirty years in the 
penitentiary. 

At the penitentiary Lopez learned to talk 
English fluently, and there met and became 
acquainted with the matron, Mrs. Mattie U. 
Peebles. The matron became interested in 
the good-looking Mexican, and as they often 
worked together she drew from him his 
story. 

Feeling positive that Lopez was innocent 
Mrs. Peebles set about to prove so to the 
Governor. It was three years ago this 
month that Mrs. Peebles began to interest 
herself in Lopez’s behalf, and on Jan. 19 of 
this year he was pardoned by Governor 
Leedy. 

When Lopez was freed he wrote hera long 

letter. It resulted in bringing Mrs. Peebles 
to Kansas City on Sunday morning, and it 
was given out today that they were married 
by Judge Ebert in a room in the Brevoort 
House, a second-class hotel. Then followed 
the revelation of the man’s identity. 
The groom is short and slender. He has 
delicate features, long, straight black hair, 
and piercing black eyes. The marriage 
license places his age at 41 years and that of 
his bride at 46. Sheis rather tall. Her face 
is round and full, while her dark hair is 
flecked with gray. The couple have started 
for Mexico on their honeymoon to visit 
Corpio’s family.

METHODIST LAYMEN ISSUE A PLEA 
‘por EQUAL REPRESENTATION. 


Document Appears in Today’s Edition 
of the Northwestern Christian Ad- 
vocate and Is Addressed to Clergy- 
men Throughout the World—Asks 
Favorable Consideration of the 
Question—Next General Conference 
to Decide. | 


The Northwestern Christian Advocate to- 
day will contain an appeal addressed to the 
niinisters of the Methoc.st Episcopal Church, 
asking for favorable consideration in the 
next General Conference of the church, to 
be held this year of a proposition to grant to 
the laity of the church equal representation 
in the General Conference with that of the 
clergy. 

The appeal is to be sent to every minister 
of the church throughout the world. It is 
issued by a committee of lay delegates ap- 
pointed by the lay delegates at the close of 
the last General Conference, and is in part 
as follows: 

Dear Brethren: Af the close of the last Generfl , 


appointed a committee with instructions to adopt 
such measures as would promote favorable action 
by the ministers upon the proposition to amend 
the restrictive rule, so that the General Conference 
shall be composed of an equal number of minis- 
terial and lay delegates. 

As the laymen are deeply interested in the 
proposed change and have neither voice nor vote 
in the annual conferences, we, on their behalf, take 
this method of calling your attention to the pro- 

amendment, and respectfully ask your care- 

{ and prayerful consideration of the same for 
the following reasons: 

The present plan of minority lay representation 
has failed to satisfy the church, and has created 
an impression that our ministers distrust the lay- 


men. 

It is unfair still further to increase the disparity 
now existing by adding only ministerial repre- 
sentatives when a conference grows beyond the 
limit of two ministerial delegates. 

It is unjust to the church to deprive it of the 
advantages that might be gained from the ex- 
perience and wisdom of laymen who haye helped 
to make the conference grow. ’ 

It is not just to give to sixty-seven conferences 
eqaal representation and to fifty-five conferences 
unequal representation, when the sixty-seven con- 
ferences, with their ninety-one lay representa- 
tives, have only about 500,000 members, and the 
fifty-five conferences, with their 110 lay repre- 
sentatives, have over 2,000,000 members. ‘ 

It is not right that the smaller and weaker con- 
ferences should have relatively a larger delega- 
tion than the larger and stronger conferences. 

The property and secular interests of the church 
have become so large and important that the body 
governing the same by its legislative action should 
have at least equal ecclesiastical and secular repre- 


sentation. 
Every other Protestant denomination now has 


equal lay and ministerial representation. 
It is unquestionably desired by the church at 


Therefore, in behalf of the great body of our 
laity, comprising so large a proportion of our 
beloved Methodist Episcopal Church, we respect- 
fully but earnestly appeal to you for your generous 
and hearty personal support. Is it too much to 
ask you to both speak and vote for it in your con- 
ference? 


The Advocate will also contain a number 
of opinions from Bishops, ministers, and 
laymen in favor of equa! lay representation. 

The Bishops quoted say: 

Bishop Bowman: “I believe, upon the 
whole, that it would be best for the laymen 
to be in the General Conference in equal 
numbers with the clergy. This would lead 
the laity to take more interest in the gen- 
eral affairs of the church.”’ 

Bishop Merrill: “ Ever since lay represen- 
tation has been in the General Conference 
it has been my firm persuasion that satis- 
faction would not be secured till lay dele- 
gates equal in numbers the ministerial dele- 
gates. I am in favor of a fixed and definite 
arrangement to this end.”’ 

Bishop Walden: ** When the preachers are 
satisfied that the highest interests of the 
church will be promoted and conserved by 
equal representation they will make the 
necessary change as readily as they granted 
the first and fundamental. concession a 
quarter of a century ago.”’ 

Bishop Goodsell: “I am in favor of equal 
representation in the General Conference 
of laymen. When lay and clerical repre- 
sentation are equalized we might thus hope 
for the continued return to the General 
Conference of experienced and eminent lay- 
men.” 


Bishops Foss, Hurst, Ninde, Vincent, 
Fowler, Mallalieu, and Cranston are also 
quoted as being in favor of equal representa- 
tiom for the laity when the laymen, after due 
consideration, shall ask for it. 


WANTS HER PROPERTY AGAIN. 


Only Daughter of Claus Spreckels Now 
Regrets Action Taken at the Time 
of Her Marriage. 


Honolulu, Jan. 22, via Seattle, Wash., Feb. 7. 
—Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Watson arrived here 
on the 22d inst. on their way around the 
world. Mrs. Watson is the only daughter of 
Claus Spreckels, the sugar king. Her mar- 
riage with Watson caused a family estrange- 
ment, which has not been healed to this day. 
Spreckels claimed that his daughter was un- 
grateful, and in addition charged Watson 
with being a fortune hunter. The daughter 
denied both charges and as a proof of good 
intentions deeded back to her father prop- 
erty worth a million and a half dollars. 

Mrs. Watson now claims that her father 
has been more than unkind to her since her 
marriage, and to even up things has de- 
cided to invite the aid of the Hawaiian 
courts for the recovery of the property she 
gave up. 

It has long been known in Honolulu that 
Mrs. Watson’s deed was not signed by her 
husbar.d, and the impression has prevailed 
that it was invalid on that account. Her 
contention will hola good in this country, it 
is claimed.
